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The  native  name  “Flores  de  Oro  is  symbolic  ol  ibis  exolie  visitor  from  llie  Brazilian  Jungles.  Truly, 
Oncidium  Varicosum  Rogersii  is  llie  outstanding  variety  of  ibis  beautiful  family  of  Orchids.  For  Fall 
and  Winter  ihey  make  a  superb  showing  and  are  most  valuable  for  exhibition  and  decorative  cut  flower 
arrangements.  The  flowers  are  large,  golden  yellow  and  sometimes  measure  two  inches  across.  A  usual 
spike  carries  from  twenty  to  fifty  flowers.  ■  Oncidium  Amplialum  Majus  is  the  early  Spring  flowering 
cousin  to  Varicosum  and  while  the  flowers  are  not  as  large  they  make  a  most  attractive  show  of 
color.  ■  We  recently  received  a  fine  Importation  of  these  two  Oncidiums  that  are  now  fully  established 
and  ready  to  flower  in  their  next  season.
